No less than nine Presidents 
of the United States, ten Vice-Presidents, 
8} Justices of the Supreme Court, 82 
Cabinet officers, 472 college presidents, 
73 bishops, 64 writers of national fame, 
and 234 leaders of our largest industries 
are listed as fraternity members in 
Baird’s Manual of College Fraternities.

| hope you can begin to see that there 
is much more to the total picture of 
the Greek System than ‘‘drinking beer on 
Friday afternoons.’’ And the purpose of 
this paper will be to bring into focus the 
details of this total picture of Greek life, 
a picture that even the Greeks sometimes 
forget.

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A Question 
of Relevance 


When our campuses are threat- 
ened by internal and external 
strife, the question of rushing or 
joining a fraternity seems some- 
what of a paradox. Fraternities 
have long been plagued by the 
image of goldfish swa! swing, beer 
drinking, rah- rah, stereotyped fair 
haired all-American boys. This 
label, although it definitely has 
some historical significance, is not 
altogether fair or necessarily legi- 
timate. 

Whether or not the more liberal 
and militant members of our 
society care to admit it, frater- 
nities are changing. lt follows 
moreover that thay are changing 
for the better. Those Greek or- 
ganizations that refuse, or worse, 
fail to see the need of progressive 
change are in their final death 
throes. Yea, even our social 
organizations must adhere to the 
time honored Darwinian principles 


— change or die. 


Evidences of these advancing 
changes have been apparent 
throughout our history, especially 
in our near past. Unfortunately 
these efforts were largely ignored 
by community and campus. In 
addition, all too frequently these 
achievements were regarded as 
publicity and the whimsical deeds 
of knights in a somewhat tarnished 
armor. However, if more thought 
were taken, our adversaries would 
find the opposite — the rea) reality.

One of the reasons why {ra- 
ternities have been reprieved from 
extinction is the I1.F.C, The inter- 
fraternity council directs the re- 
spective fraternities toward their 
common ends with a minimum of 
damaging bickering and quarreling 
between the Greek organizations, 
Where in the past a small, weak 
house might have been squeezed 
out of existence by the larger, 
more powerful houses, their in- 
terests are now protected by I.F.C. 
The fact is a small house always 
has the potentia! to become a large 
house if it so desires. Large 
houses are assets to the Greek 
system. Thus, the I.F.C.'’s exist- 
ence is justified if it only serves 
this one purpose. But I.F.C. is 
more than this. It is a multi- 
faceted organization. If a group 
of men can band together into a 
fraternity and create a whole 
greater than the sum of its parts, 
then fraternities can band together 
and collectively achieve what indi- 
vidual fraternities can’t.

are infinite. The 1.F.C. can spon- 
sor speakers of current interest, 
promote activities of interest to 
the entire student body and exert 
a powerful influence in school 
affairs. The key here is in creating 
an I.F.C, that would not infringe 
upon the sovereignty of any one 
fraternity while it engenders the 
whole hearted support of all the 
Greek organizations on campus.

The LF.C. is only one instru- 
ment Greeks can use to solidify 
their position on campus. The 
rest is up to the individual fra- 
ternities. They must maintain 
sensitive and realistic programs 
which move not only with the 
times, but, ideally, ahead of the 
times. As long as fraternities 
stubbornly remain reform resist- 
ant, they'll continue to lose im- 
portance as school organizations, 
and they’ll continue to lose pro- 
spective and present members. 
They'll be the fat man, behind the 
desk, in a rut, a walking corpse.

During the fraternity rushing 
season, some prospective mem- 
bers are discouraged by their 
assumption that they cannot afford 
the added expense of fraternity 
membership. 


Just how much does fraternity 
membership add to the cost of a 
college education’ When you read 
the answer to this in the form of 
percentages, instead of dollars, 
you will agree that it is a mistake 
for one to worry about investing 
in membership. 

The U.S. Office of Education 
has made an extensive study of 
expenditures connected with higher 
education. This nation-wide sur- 
vey revealed that fraternity under- 
graduates’ outlays for national and 
chapter fraternity dues amounted 
to 1.5% of their total school ex- 
penditure at private colleges, and 
1.9% at tax supported institutions. 
The cost of fraternity dues was 
next to the bottom of a graduated 
tabulation of al! typical schoo! ex- 
penses. Only the total cutlay for 
haircuts cost less.

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The college 


fraternity’s 


contribution to 


democracy

“Americans of all ages, all 
conditions and all dispositions con- 
stantly form associations. They 
are the most fraternal people in 
the world,”’ 


So spoke a young Frenchinan on 
his first visit to the United States 
almost one hundred twenty-five 
years ago, His words have never 
been forgotten, for Alexis 
de Tocqueville was destined to be- 
come one of the most penetrating 
and judicious observers that the 
Old World ever sent to the New, 
He was enormously impressed by 
all that he saw and he set it down 
in happy phrase in his two volumes, 
‘‘Democracy in America,”’ 


middie years of the 
Century it is stili a 


In these

classic in its interpretation of the 





relation of the United States to 
the other parts of the world and 
its understanding of the part that 
America was to play in human 
history. 

In it he wrote: ‘‘Americans 
associate for everything. They or- 
ganize their entertainments, they 
build inns, they construct 
churches, they build hospitals, they 
finance schools, they disseminate 
books, they send missionaries i> 
the Antipodes. If they want to 
further a noble idea or spread a 
particular sentiment, they form a 
society.’’ 

It just happens that in that list 
Tocqueville did not include college 
fraternities but they belong there, 
If his discerning eye happened to 
miss the seven fraternities in 
existence in 1835, including the

Union College triad, he neverthe- 
less understood very well the seed 
bed in which the fraternity system 
was to grow and the contributions 
that were going to be made by the 
men who organized college fra- 
ternities in the years ahead. 


It is always difficult to define 
a college fraternity, to describe 
it to someone who has never been 
a member is virtually impossible, 
and yet the attempt is constantly 
being made, and | often am 
surprised at the lightheartedness 
with which some who write about 
the fraternity system ignore their 
lack of data, the questionable as- 
sumptions that they are compelled 
to make, and the very difficult 
nature of the phenomena which they 
attempt to describe. 


Out of that background may 
come some of the criticism and 
critics, as you well know, are 
legion, Every once in a while in 
my ownacade mic career they seem 
so particularly striking that I have 
beon discouraged, One day I men- 
tioned this to a fraternity brother 
of mine on the Columbia campus 
and he said, ‘‘But John, haven’t 
you ever heard about the firm that 
advertised they’d pay fifty cents 
a skin for bullfrog skins?’’ I said, 
“No, I haven’t heard it, but what’s 
it got to do with the fraternity 
aystem?’’ He safd, ‘‘Well, the firm 
got a letter very promptly from a 
farmer who said, ‘could you handle 
a thousand skins?’ They wrote back 
of course they could, any number 
he could ship, fifty cents apiece. 
They waited several weeks and 
finaiiy got a very small box in 











which were three skins and a little 
card on which he had written, 
‘From all the noise it sounded 
like there was more!’’ 


Every anniversary such as this 
Golden Anniversary this evening 
tempts one to glorify the achieve- 
ments of the past and to rejoice 
in them, Since the National Intra- 
fraternity Conference was es- 
tablished a half century ago the 
college fraternities in the United 
States and Canada have ac- 
complished much, but a great deal 
more remains to be done. 


Tonight therefore it seems to 
me we stand on the common ground 
of humility, not the kind of self- 
depreciation of the pariahs of this 
world, wringing their hands and 
bemoaning their inadequacies, but 
the kind of humility that 
characterized one of the last 
letters that Sir Isaac Newton ever 
wrote in which he set down the 
sentence, ‘‘I know not what the 
world will say of my efforts but 
it seems to me that I have been 
but as @ child playing along the 
seashore, now and again finding a 
prettier pebble or a more beauti- 
ful shell than my comrades, whole 
before me _ stretched the great 
ocean of truth undiscovered.”’ That 
is the kind of humility that led 
Shelley toward wisdom and it isa 
wise fraternity these days that 
humbly recognizes the part it can 
play in the education of American 
youth. 


To say that we are a secret 


society formed for social 
purposes - and I found that 
definition in several places - 


scarcely opens the door on the 
magnificent opportunities which we 
have had and which we still have 
to serve this nation. 

From the moment a pledge 
comes into the fraternity he is 
subject to all sorts of educational 
prejudice, You know some of those 
that are not as highly desirable 
as others. May we fix our at- 
tention just for a little while this 
evening on some that are worth 
perpetuating? 

To begin with, a fraternity man 
often gets his first insigtt into 
the fact that the privileges of self- 
governmem carry with them re- 
sponsibilities that cannot be 
separated from the privileges, He 
learns very quickly that if it is 
possible to accomplish much if you 
can commit & group to &@ common 
objective. He realizes that the 
problems of human relationship 
are not insuperable if you have 
understanding and good will, And 
he sees sometimes what can happen 
when you don’t have it within a 
smal! group. 

The administrative process of 
managing a chapter house is some- 


thing that no one is ever going to 
learn out of a treatise on econo- 
mics or political science, and I 
suspect some of you will say, 
‘‘And there are many who have not 
learned it to this day.’’ But the 
attempt to learn it is certainly 
worth while even if a good deal of 
red ink is spilled in the process, 

The American fraternity in a 
small way can be a laboratory 
testing ground to teach us somé- 
thing about a perennial problem of 
Federalism, the constant attempt 
to reconcile local autonomy with 
central authority, acd many a 
college student has learned some- 
thing about the variance of what we 
call today the home rule question 
in the life of his local chapter, 
He sees something of the way in 
which the lines can be drawn 


between what the chapter may f 


do and what the national organiza- 
tion may do under its constitu- 
tional powers, 

But I don’t believe that the 
greatest contribution of the fra- 
ternity to American education has 
been made in the field of giving 
us a kind of laboratory exhibit, 
the processes, purposes, and mo- 
tivations of self-government. I am 
firmly convinced that its greatest 
contribution has been and is at 
this hour in the realm of the 
spiritual 

It begins, of course, with the 

idealism that starts in with the 
creed of the fraternity and that 
idealism, wearing thin over the 
lengthening years, is never com- 
pletely worn out. It gathers 
strength as iraternity brothers 
ee what can be done, working 
shoulder to shoulder, down the 
years. It has given them an ability 
to analyze the things that they want 
to stand for and the things that 
they want to uphold. It gives 
courage at a time when we siii 
need to remind ourselves that the 
most precious thing in this world 
is the uniqueness of the individual 
human spirit. 

A special kind of courage it is, 
too, Not the courage that quickens 
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the pulse when the martial music 
sounds, not the high heart and 
physical bravery that accompany 
the man into battle, not the courage 
of the crisis: it is the courage 
of the commonplace, the ability for 
men and women to stand up and 
be counted in their clubs, in their 
schools, in their churches, in their 
businesses, for the things that they 
know are right,

The kind of courage this nation 
needs at this hour is the kind of 
courage that causes @ man or a 
woman to speak out for the prin- 
ciples that he or she knows well 
are based upon honor rather than 
upon prejudice, It is what our 
fraternities have at times given 
us, and they can give us more 
often in the future. 


Were it possible for the Nationa! 
Intertraternity Conference to be 
personalized this evening, it seems 
to me that it might well say to us: 
“Don’t trouble more to celebrate 
this happy year, but keep the grace 
of friendship that warms much 
more than wine; treasure the lavish 
hand that brings world’s beauty to 
our eyes and bless the days that 
saw us young and the years that 
can make us wise.”’
